2016 and 2017 are set for the general fund for the major finance bills:

(D) S....... for an agriculture finance bill;

2)8....... for a capital investment bill for debt service and general fund appropriations;
3)S....... for an education finance bill;

4)8....... for an environment and natural resources finance bill;

5)S....... for a health and human services finance bill;

6)S....... for a higher education finance bill;

7 8S....... for a job growth and energy affordability finance bill;

(8) $0 for a legacy finance bill (no general fund spending);

9)8S....... for a public safety and crime prevention finance bill;
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(10) §....... for a state government finance bill;

(11) S....... for a tax bill; and

(12) §....... for a transportation finance bill.

These limits are based on expenditures projected in the general fund forecast issued

February 27, 2015, and any subsequent corrections.

If any of the bills listed above are combined in whole or in part, or separated, the limits
for those bills representing the accounts that are moved are also combined in the same manner.
Combined or separated bills must conform to the limits of this resolution as those limits apply to

the accounts in those bills.
